Ordinarily, presidential conferences 
are for only fifteen minutes.

sought to gain the upper hand in 
congress through winning leaders to 
his side by means of personal con­ 
ferences, the administration's influ­ 
ence was facing attack in both sen­ 
ate and house. 
The league of nations w’as before 
the senate with Sherman and other 
opposition numbers ready to make 
verbal assaults on it. 
In the house the republicans were 
prepared to defy Wilson by again 
passing the repeal of daylight sav­ 
ing which is contained in the agricul­ 
tural bill and has already been ve­ 
toed once by the president.

by the state board of health. 
The rules as laid down by the de­ 
partment follow: 
I. An 
adequate supply 
of pure 
drinking water 
shall he 
provided 
through sanitary fountains 
bet ore 
the fair is opened. A sample of the 
water to besuppliedshall besent to the 
water lalmratory of the state board 
of health for analysis, and the water 
shall not he used unless its purity 
so established.

It is perhaps a little dishearten­ 
ing to us adults, to whom pictures 
Ii ave opened a world of beauty, to 
realize that it i* their usefulness and 
not their beauty which appeals to 
children up to (i or 7 years of age. 
To them, pictures art1 simply some­ 
thing to play with. 
They prefer to 
have them little because they can 
handle them more easily. 
For any 
practical end they do not differ dis­ 
tinguishably from their dolls. 
Ninty-nine |K*r cent. of the first 
drawings of children are said to in­ 
c l u d e the human face. 
Their affec­ 
tions for 
readymade 
pictures are 
similar; they like living creatures, 
people and animals aud birds, and 


they like them best in action. 
They 
like only story pictures. 
It i> somewhat surprising to in­ 
vestigators to discover that, in their 
earlier interest in pictures, children 
do not seem to have any marked 
preference tor 
the 
colored 
ones, 
though later they exhibit an inter-* 
e-t in bright crude colors. 
In general, they are not curious 
as to details. 
They will not notice 
that a figure is armless, and as we 
know so well, their own first draw- 
ings often have* two eyes or ears on 
the same -ide of a Ieee. 
Yet they

object of peculiar interest. 
Did you

I fill, jolly and unselfish, should be 
our choice,

While we need not strive to select 
great art, 
we may 
choose clear,

Thus we can lay founda­ 
tion- for appreciation of the beauti­ 
ful.

s-trength and flavor of roasted coffee 
is ground out, not boiled out.” 
Cof­ 
fee does not reach the consumer iii 
the raw state but “cooked. 
It has 
Been roasted at least 20 minutes. 
The proportion of coffee to the 
;;mount of water used wall, of course, 
«mtermine the 
strength 
of the de­ 
coction. 
As tastes differ greatly, no 
rr.Vs of measurement can be given. 
The briefest contact of the coffee 
find boiling water is enough, 
( on- 
tinned “stewing” brings out unde­ 
sirable flavors. 
The recipes given below’ ha^e been 
thoroughly tasted: 


Coffee Caramel Parfait 
I cup milk 3 tablespoons ground

some dragon or such like; and there 
Is always—a happy ending.
